Tell of Terrible Conditions 
From Cholera, Typhus

ters, taken from prisoners at Verdun, 
describe in harrowing term s the rav­ 
ages of dysentery, cholera and typhus 
throughout Germany.

spread nature of these epidemics, but 
of the effect they are having on the 
German population can be gained from 
the fact that over one-half the letters 
found contained references to spread 
of dysentery caused by improper anc 
insufficient food. 
These letters spoke of the disease 
at Cologne. Mulheim. Coburg, Burstadt,' 
Guben, Alankenbourg, Lagen, Llchten- 
berg, Stagard, 
Altona, 
Weishaden, 
Grime, Thormy. Pollnow, Stettin, Eick- 
el, Zanow, Hallo, Duiebourg 
Rugort, 
Douisborg-Beek and other towns. Some 
typical extracts follow: 
“Burstadt, August 2*i.—I believe It 
will soon be the end. 
At Manheim 
dysentery exists since a long time now 
and the streets are closed. Now it ex­ 
ists also at Burstadt. 
Mamma is very 
much afraid, because a great .many 
people are dying of it. 
They, fall al­ 
most like flies.’’ 
“Guben, August IO.—Dear Brother: 
Here people are dying every day of 
dysentery, only it is not allowed to he 
known outside . . . ” 
“Guben. August 
29.—Today 
there 
are again some dead. 
Always of dys­ 
entery. 
But it is true that it could 
not be otherwise with what we have 
to eat. There is absolutely no fat left 
In our bodies.” 
“Chemnitz, August 20.—The hearses 
are obliged to gallop.’’ 
“Mayence, August ll .—Since several 
days, both cholera 
and 
typhus have 
made their appearance to the extent 
that several streets have been closed 
to traffic.” 
“Gollub, 
August 
9.--At 
Graudenz 
and Thorn, people are dying of choler^. 
We can he sure the disease will come 
here also. My God; We must die now 
or later.” 
“Cologne, August ll .—Au epidemic 
of dysentery has broken out here. The 
barracks and 
hospitals

closed for fifteen days. Dysentery also 
reigns among the civilian population. 
People now no longer have any fat or 
grease left in their bodies. Many have 
died.” 
What makes these letters all the 
more reflective of the conditions of 
Germany Is that ail of them had been 
carefully censored before being sent 
to the soldiers.

for war service if needed. The course 
of instruction, which is in the hands 
of seven thousand Red Cross phys!-! 
clans and surgeons 
throughout 
the I 
country, also is open to women. 
Nearly a hundred thousand railroad 
men, half as many lumbermen and as 
many quarry men have received in­ 
struction in “ first aid” this year. 
This work covers the stoppage of 
hemorrhages, resuscitating following 
drowning or gas asphyxiation, the 
carrying of injured persons and many 
other phases of first aid, especially 
in the hazardous industries. 
The course covers ten lectures, sup­ 
plemented by the requisite practical 
work at the conclusion of which cer­ 
tificates are issued to those complet­ 
ing the course satisfactorily. 
The Red Cross has two “ first aid” 
cars for the instruction 
of 
railroad 
men. one of which has just finished a 
tour of three months giving instruc­ 
tion to the railroad men. 
Through these courses 
the 
First 
Aid Division of the Red Cross is build­ 
ing up a reserve of trained men avail­ 
able not only for Red Cross war ser­ 
vice but also for sanitary training de­ 
tachments to provide a sanitary re­ 
serve for the army and navy. 


COMMODITY 


Groceryman Says Local Peo­ 
ple Are Buying In Sack 
Lots and Storing 


Scared by the report that there is 
a shortage of sugar in the east, many 
local people have commenced hoard­ 
ing this commodity in anticipation of 
a shortage here, according 
to 
Sam 
Hill, owner of a chain of four gro­ 
cery stores in the city. 
“ Many people of means are 
pur­ 
chasing from three to four sacks of 
sugar and putting them in 
storage, 
w'hen their average consumption is 
not over a sack a year,” 
said 
Hill 
this morning. 
“There is no occasion 
for {his, and there is no such short­ 
age as has been reported, government 
reports to the 
contrary 
notw ith­ 
standing. 
But even if there were a 
shortage, the people who are hoard­ 
ing sugar are showing a very unpat­ 
riotic spirit. 
They are making 
the 
purchases for the purpose of guaran­ 
teeing plenty of sugar in their own 
homes should a shortage occur. They 
are not willing to take their chance 
along with others in having to deny 
themselves should such a condition 
develop in this 
country. 
However, 
their action, if followed everywhere 
in the United States would no doubt 
result in the government resorting to 
sugar cards. 
“ Starting with the first of Novem­ 
ber grocers throughout the nation will 
be absolutely under the direction of 
Food 
Administrator 
Hoover. 
The 
price of sugar has already been set 
and the prices of other commodities 
have been or will be made later. 
Su­ 
gar prices will be no higher the first 
of next year than they are today, and 
nothing is to be saved by buying su­ 
gar in large quantities at this time. 
“I was in Los 
Angeles 
yesterday 
and talked with jobbers 
who 
are 
fully conversant with the conditions 
of the sugar market and they state 
positively that there is no shortage, 
despite the fact that announcements 
supposed u> have been given out by 
government officials say there is. 
“This is a 
time 
when 
everyone 
should be conservative in their pur­ 
chasing. Storing of food stuffs should 
not be tolerated. 
If one has to deny 
himself in the interest of the success 
of the prosecution of the war, 
his

FOOD DICTATOR 


URGES PEOPLE 
TO BE NORMAL 


IN EATING 


Slogan is to “Eat All You 
Want” but Conserve Prin­ 
cipal Items of Diet

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2'..—An army 
of 500,000 men and women is forming 
under the food administration today 
to go out and tell America's 100,000.- 
000 people to eat all they want. 
All 
it asks is that they conserve the few 
needed war foods—wheat, meat, fats 
and sugar. 
Most folks} have had the 
idea that the food administration was 
trying to cut down the size of the 
average American’s meals. 
“Not it all,” said the food admin­ 
istration today, “ail we've to do is to 
get people to eat more of the go»,J 
things of which we have an abundance, 
and less of the necessary war foods 
we haven’t so much of.” This good 
news will be carried to every one of 
America's 22,000,000 front doors by 
this volunteer army between October 
28 and November 4—National 
Food 
Pledge Week. 
The 100,000 ministers 
of 
America 
will start the campaign by preaching 
war food sermons Sunday'October 28. 
The army will go out the following 
day ringing doorbells, that “ first line 
of defense” in the cosy trenches ot 
American 
homes. 
Leading 
these 
bread-butter and beef battalions 
will 
be the War Mothers of America, wom­ 
en whose fathers, sons, 
sweethearts 
or husbands are at the front or on 
their way there, than whom, the food 
administration feels, there is none bet­ 
ter fitted in America to carry the mes­ 
sage of war-time meals to that strateg­ 
ic stretch of 
domestic 
terrain 
be­ 
tween the 
pantry and 
tile 
kitchen 
range. 
The ideal the administration wants 
to stress is that it is not asking any­ 
one to eat less food, but merely to eat 
different food. There is, it points out, 
plenty of excellent food for everyone. 
The only things there is a shortage of 
are some foods that can be compactly 
shipped abroad and which contain tis­ 
sue and energy building elements that 
are vital to the fielding power of our 
own and allied soldiers. 
ny tins, the administration pointed 
out. it means that no soldier can tight 
effectively when he feels in his heart 
that his women and children are hun­ 
gry at home. The administration feels 
that it is a vital part of this country’s 
war duty to see that the civilian pop­ 
ulations of Allied Europe are kept fed 
and contented. 
The food administration also made 
clear why it is urging the saving o 
these war-funds as a voluntary cam­ 
paign. “ It is because," said a food ad­ 
ministration official today, 
America 
Is a democracy; and 
a 
democracy’s 
people are presumed to be intelligent 
Send patriotic enough to do their duty 
by their country promptly as soon as 
they see it. 
In Europe, particularly 
In Germany, the People’s patriotism iH 
not trusted. Their supplies are seized 
and doled out to them by a master. 
Nothing is left for the individual to 
decide. 
Theirs is an enforced patrio­ 
tism; ours, voluntary.” 
The food administration is striving 
to make sure that the United States 
does not run short of wheat, meats, 
fats, milk or sugar to send our allies 
and our armies in Europe. 
A contin­ 
ued shortage of these things will give 
Germany a much better chance of 
winning the war 
by 
weakening the 
fighting powers of tile allies. 
America is the only allied nation in 
position to supply these vital com­ 
modities to make up the shortage. The 
only way America can do it is by every 
individual American doing his or her 
bit of personal conservation. 
One pound Jess wheat flour per 
week per person means 
133 
million 
bushels of wheat saved this year for 
tile fighters. 
One-third of an ounce 
per day less meat fats per person 
means 395,000 tons of fats saved in the 
year. 
One ounce less of the needed 
meats per person per day means 4,- 
400,000 meat animals saved 
in 
the 
year. An ounce less sugar per day per 
person means 1,185,000 tons of sugar 
saved in a year and probably a lower 
retail price of sugar for everybody. 
The only things you are asked to 
conserve are wheat bread, sugar, can­ 
dies, cream, butter, bacon, pork, lard, 
suet, animal fats such as beef drip­ 
ping, milk, wheat, beef veal and mut 
ton.

ed to the National 
Tax 
Association 
which moats in Atlanta, Ga., Novem­ 
ber 15 and 16. 
State Controller John S. Chambers, 
' chairman of the inheritance tax com­ 
mittee of the association, 
prepared 
the resolution and will present it to 
the conference, he announced today. 
It is approved by the members of the 
committee. 
It is urged in the resolution that 
the federal and state governments co­ 
operate for the enactment of inherit­ 
ance tax laws as recommended, to di­ 
vide equitably this source of revenue 
between the state and nation. 
The gradual encroachment by the 
federal government on the sources of 
revenue exercised by the state, the 
reaolution says, threatens to force 
states to secure their revenue almost 
solely through property taxes, which 
would be almost unbearable for the 
poor. 
It is also declared that the national 
government can, because of its ter­ 
ritorial jurisdiction, administer effect­ 
ively this tax on swollen fortunes, as 
the excessive estates can evade the 
inheritance taxes of the states by 
shifting from state to state. 
Particular interest is lent this res­ 
olution 
because 
the 
Congress 
of 
States will meet at Atlanta at the 
same time as the association, to con­ 
sider the whole tax question as be­ 
tween the federal government and the 
states.

Between $4,000,000 and $5,000,- 
OOO will be disbursed to beet grow­ 
ers by the five sugar plants of the 
county when the 
campaign 
has 
closed, which will be within the 
next week or 
two. 
The 
wages 
paid to men in the employ of the 
[ factories will exceed $1,000,000, it 
lo estimated. 
With the length of 
the run 
of 
the 
different 
mills 
varying from 80 to 110 days, the 
factories will have sliced approxi­ 
mately 475,000 tons of beets when 
the plants will have closed down 
for the season of 1917. 


The crop will be between 75,000 
and loii.OOO tons short. 
This is attrib­ 
uted to the unusually dry, cold spring, 
followed by a period of excessive heat 
••arb in July and a very warm sum­ 
mer. 
The plant of the Southern California 
Sugar Coni IMM)’ will have the shortest 
run and the bos 
Alamitos 
probably 
will have 
the 
longest. 
While 
the 
milks have brought in some tonnage 
from outside the county, a consider­ 
able tonnage has been shipped from 
the county to the mills ofthe Ameri­ 
can Beet Sugar Company at Chino and 
Oxnard, the value of which will about 
oft set that shipped in from the out­ 
side. 
The price of beets will average over 
$x, which is much higher than ever 
before received by the growers. 
The 
11*1 8 contract, however, now being of 
feted to growers, guarantees a still 
higher price, as the minimum for 19 
per cent beet* will be $8.87 lier ton, 
and more lf sugar goes higher than 7 
cents per pound 
This represents an 
increase of 55 per cent over the pre­ 
vious minimum for beets of similar 
test. 
The rate of pay to factory employes 
this year was greatly increased over 
previous years.
